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FISHING IN PALM BEACH WATERS 


[,|O0L North winds and calm waters have made the 
Nco/t| past week the best fishing interval of the season 
with sailfish galore, giving resort anglers plenty of 
thrills. Northerly breezes always bring these highly 
prized game fish to their favorite habitat off the 
shore of the Palm Beach inlet, to be followed by a 
variety of other fish peculiar to this section. 

The direction of the wind, and the ocean being as calm 
as a mill-pond, made it ideal fishing weather. A number of 
large game fish were brought in including several huge 
“sails” and a record amberjack. 

Mrs. Henry Oliver Rea entered the realm of prominent 
feminine resort anglers recently when she landed one of the 
largest sailfish of the season, measuring 7 feet 5 inches in 
length, while out on her cruiser, the ‘‘Edorea.”’ 

Although it was Mrs. Rea’s first “‘sail,” she handled it 
like a veteran angler and after an exciting struggle brought 
it along side. 

Mrs. R. D. Meredith, of Chicago and Palm Beach, while 
out with Mr. Meredith on the “Imp” with Capt. Harry Hunt, 
distinguished herself as an angler by landing a sailfish 
measuring 7 feet 11 inches on 
light tackle. She is entering 
it in the light tackle class in 
the annual contest of the Sail- 
fish Club of Florida. One inch 
more in length would have 
entitled her to a gold button 
given by the Sailfish Club for 
those landing a fish measuring 
8 feet or over. Both Mr. and 
Mrs. Meredith are veteran 
anglers in Palm Beach waters. 

Mr. Edwin Goodman and 
Dr. W. S. Moore landed four 
hefty specimens while out 
with Capt. Walt Githens, on 
the “Miss Sally,” the largest 
one measuring 7 feet 8 inches 
and being caught by Mr. 
Goodman. He is having it 
mounted by Fred Parke. 

Mr. Robert Warner and Mr. 
J. O’Day, of New York, who 
are in Palm Beach for a visit, 
brought in three large sails; 
Mr. Warner landing one meas- 
uring 7 feet 8 inches and an- 
other being landed by Mr. 
O’Day measuring 7 feet 714 
inches. They were out with 
Capt. Rudy Steinhauser on 
the ‘‘Black-jack.” 

Mr. and Mrs. William H. 
Hyde went out late in the 
afternoon with friends and 
caught several fish, among 
which was a large bonita. 

The record amberjack of 
the season, measuring 5 feet 
1 inch and weighing a bit over

of Pittsburgh, landed this large sailfish measuring 7 feet 5 inches. 
Although her first “sail” Mrs. Rea handled it like a veteran. 


90 pounds, was landed recently by Mr. R. F. Zeddies, of 344 
Australian Avenue, well known winter visitor from Chicago, 
who was out fishing with Capt. Howell. 

Mr. Zeddies played the fish for an hour and a half, before 
he could tire it sufficiently to bring it along side. Although 
a veteran angler in these waters, he stated he had never 
experienced such a thrill or such a tough battle in bringing 
the huge fish to the boat. With Mr. Zeddies were Noel and 
Justus Seeburg, young sons of Mr. and Mrs. Justus Seeburg. 
They had a fine afternoon’s sport catching bluefish. 

Teddy Sawyer and David Legget, prominent anglers of 
the Palm Beach younger set, had a most exciting experience 
Sunday afternoon while out fishing with Capt. Rudy Stein- 
hauser on board the ‘“‘Black-jack.” 

Teddy hooked a shark 8 feet 6 inches in length and after 
a terrific fight of two hours and 55 minutes finally landed the 
huge specimen which was found to weigh 405 pounds. Sev- 
eral other fish were also caught. Teddy Sawyer caught one 
of the largest sailfish of the season last year and is one of 
the most proficient young anglers in the colony.

Mr. Myer Taxman and a 
friend, who are staying at 
Whitehall, were also out and 
brought back two sizeable 
bonita and a dolphin. 

Mr. Paul Hessler, of Wil- 
mington, Del., visiting in Paim 
Beach, also landed a sizable 
sailfish, measuring 7 feet 7 
inches, while out with Capt. 
Walt Githens on the “Miss 
Sally.” 

Mrs. James Simpson, a 
guest at Whitehall, enjoyed a 
day’s fishing on the “Black- 
jack,” and returned with a 
large wahoo and several king’- 
fish. 

Mr. Harry Rosenfeld and 
Mrs. Charles H. Hall had a 
most successful day’s angling 
while out on the “Miss Sally,” 
with Capt. Walt Githens. Mrs. 
Hall landed one of the largest 
“sails” of the season, measur- 
ing 7 feet 8 inches and weigh- 
ing 68 pounds. Although the 
fish put up a terrific struggle, 
Mrs. Hall proved to be a most 
formidable angler and soon 
had the sailfish alongside.

FIRST ANNUAL NATIONAL EXHIBITION 


>] N event of importance both in social and art circles 
was the recent opening of the first annual National 
Exhibition of paintings and etchings at the Palm 
Beach Art Center, in Palm Beach Avenue. The ex- 
hibition, which includes the works of 126 artists 
from Maine to California, has been assembled and 
hung through the efforts of Mr. Nunzio Vayana, director of 
the Art Center, which is patterned after its parent organiza- 
tion at Ogunquit, Maine. 

The first National Exhibition is of large scope, so large 
in fact that Mr. Vayana has found it necessary to divide 
the showing into four displays, each of two weeks showing. 
The first display will continue until February 13, the second 
from February 13 to February 26, the third from February 
27 to March 11, and the final display from March 12 to 
March 24. The exhibitions are open to the public every 
day, and a custodian is in constant attendance. 

The present display is beau- 
tifully hung, adequately light- 
ed and diverse in interest. 
Paintings in oil occupy the 
most of the larger room, while 
the smaller room is devoted 
largely to water colors, pastels 
and etchings. Interest is sus- 
tained throughout the entire 
exhibit. There are no dull 
spots and color harmony has 
been well considered. 

Among outstanding can- 
vases is ‘“Octobral’ by J. 
Frank Eaton. In it are com- 
bined all the elements of an 
important painting, satisfy- 
ing, naturalistic color, true 
drawing, fine composition and 
excellent technique. It is ex- 
tremely well worth seeing. 
“Pagoda” and “Porcelain 
Bird” by Frederick Grant are 
other fine canvases, colorful 
and well drawn and interest- 
ing in subject. “Waning Ice 
Floes” by John F. Carlton, N. A., shows a river in early 
spring, its icy current flowing swiftly between brown banks 
and bare trees. “Drying Sail” by Gordon Grant is another 
of the outstanding oils, and another marine of salty quality is 
“Wilder Docks” by Mr. Vayana. 

One of the high lights of the exhibition yesterday, both 
for artistic merit and local interest, is the portrait ‘Hope 
and Dido” by Lydia Field Emmett, N. A. It is a portrait of 
Miss Hope Procter and her favorite cocker spaniel, Dido. 
Miss Procter is the lovely young daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Rodney Procter of New York, “Arleton Farm,” Stockbridge, 
Mass., and Palm Beach, who are now at their home in Ban- 
yan Road. The canvas is large and the figures are well to- 
wards life-size. The young girl is posed easily on a blue 
velvet cushion, her dog in her lap, one hand and arm ex- 
tended along the cushion for support. It is a charming study 
of youth, admirably composed and executed with a master’s 
brush. 


Resident and visiting artists in the resort are generously 
represented. Well placed against the east wall of the galleries 
are two decorative subjects by Bob Addams, noted painter of 
the piscatorial world. ‘Mating Fish” is a striking panel with 
two gold fish swimming in silver weeds against a black back- 
ground. “The Tide Rip” is a highly decorative three-fold 
screen, with glistening fish amid green-bronze seaweed. 

Marjorie E. Leidy (Mrs. Carter R. Leidy) who is visiting 
her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Lorenzo E. Woodhouse, at their 
villa, Quinta Marina, is represented by three exquisite flower 
paintings. “Orchid” is a lovely watercolor of the empress of 
flowers, in delicate mauve tones; “Summer Flowers” is a 
study of red and yellow nasturtiums, naturally arranged in 
a dull pottery bowl; ‘“‘Chinese Butterflies” are the delicate rare 
orchids that resemble butterflies so much, accented by two 
delicate Chinese figures at each side. Mrs. Leidy works with 
pure color on a white background, which gives her work defi- 
nition and clear-cut charm. 

Kay Barnum, wife of Mr. J. 
Hyde Barnum, the illustrator, 
both of whom are in the resort 
this winter, at a studio in 
Major Alley, has several flow- 
er paintings, or perhaps one 
should say, flower portraits. 
They are modern in feeling, 
definitely drawn and rich in 
color. “Gladiolus” shows a 
single stalk of flaming bloom; 
“Geranium” a healthy speci- 
men of green leaves and pink 
blossoms, in an earthen flower 
pot; more decorative is 
“Tulips,” heavy white blos- 
soms on lusty stems. 

Capt. Arthur H. Vaughan- 
Williams has. contributed two 
paintings of Florida flowers, 
“One of the Cactus Family,” a 
lovely study of a delicate; 
misty blossom, painted with 
exquisite care; and “Bilbergia 
on the Poinciana Grotto,” 
flaming, exotic clusters of bloom, set about with spiky leaves. 

Five fine pastels are the contribution of Dr. Daniel J. 
McCarthy, three dealing with local subjects. They are color- 
ful, executed with dash and freedom, well drawn and full of 
feeling for the various subjects. “Hillsboro Light,’ well 
known to all mariners along the coast; ‘““Negro Nurses on the 
Beach” in front of the artist’s home, Blarney; “Shipyard- 
Riviera”; “Pride of the Fleet,’ a fine marine study, and 
“Beach, Atlantic City,” a kaleidescopic presentment in all 
the colors in the box, all these are touched with the same 
virile spirit. 

Mr. Oleg J. Pantuckoff is represented by two or three 
small but powerful subjects; “Summer Night,” dark in tone 
but irradiated with the lingering twilight; “Sunrise” with a 
cloud-hidden sun reflecting from the waves breaking on the 
beach, and lighting the whole composition. 

Mr. Vayana, director of the Art Center, shows a number 
of his justly celebrated marines and well executed portraits.

Mr. Vaynna’s portraits are admirable and pleasing 
studies of their subjects, which include Mrs. Lewis Parker of 
Hartford, Conn., Mr. D. A. Kennedy, prominent in adminis- 
trative circles during the war; and Mr. Henry Roraback, Re- 
publican National committeeman. 


Mr. Vayana is well advanced in his profession. He al- 
ready has to the credit of his exhibitions the Connecticut 
Academy of Fine Arts Popular Prize in 1924, the William 
Gedney Bunce Prize in 1926, and-the Silver Medal, Venice, 
in 1982. He is noted as a painter and etcher anf as a teacher 
and lecturer and is a member of the International Art Club 
of Rome, the National Association of American Professional 
Artists, the American Federation of Arts and other art as- 
sociations. 


The exhibition covers many different aspects of pictorial 
art and it will undoubtedly prove to be an interesting rendez- 
vous for artists, lovers of art and connoisseurs. Different art 
movements, technique, palettes and influences may be com- 
pared with educational value. Portraits, flowers, still life, 
etchings, oils, lithographs, water colors, and tempera provide 
a pleasing differentiation of subjects.

Captain Richmond P. Hobson, U. S. N., retired, a hero 
of the Spanish-American war, is a distinguished visitor at the 
Vineta Hotel. It was during the blockade of the Spanish fleet 
in the harbor of Santiago, Cuba, that Captain Hobson, then 
Lieutenant Hobson, won undying fame. Under Admiral 
Sampson he conceived the idea of bottling up Cervera’s fleet 
and preventing its escape. Accordingly, early in the morning 
of June 3, 1898, he and seven companions sank the collier 
Merrimac in the entrance of the harbor. Fire from the 
enemy’s guns shot away the gear of the stern anchors, and 
the ship was swung by the current parallel to the channel in- 
stead of across it, but the spectacular daring of the attempt 
captured the imagination of the American people, and Lieu- 
tenant Hobson became the hero of the hour. After peace was 
declared Captain Hobson raised and refitted a number of 
Spanish warships which had been sunk off the coasts of Cuba 
and the Philippines. He resigned from the navy in 1903 to 
enter political life, and was elected to the congress as a rep- 
resentative from Alabama, his native state, serving until 
1915. Since then he has been active as a lecturer and writer 
in behalf of American naval supremacy and international 
peace. Captain Hobson, with his wife and three children, 
Miss Lucia, Richmond P. Jr., and George H. Hobson, live in 
New York, where they are prominent in social affairs at 12 
Kast 86th Street.

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ARTISTS AND WRITERS ANNUAL TOURNAMENT 


NE of the most colorful events of the winter season, 
awaited with a great deal of interest by the resort 
colony, is the annual golf tournament of the Artists 
and Writers Golf Association. From far and wide 
over the country, artists, including illustrators and 
cartoonists, and writers, including novelists, play- 

wrights, editors and newspaper correspondents, and the as-

William H. Hyde had a closer match with C. A. Edwards 
of Hempstead, L. I., playing only one stroke under his op- 
ponent on the first nine, with a 38 and tallying a 35 for the 
same margin on the back nine, to win 2 and 1. 

Several tight matches were played in the other flights 
with Dr. Edward Martin of Media, Pa., defeating C. L. Hemp- 
hill, of Rye, N. Y., to win the fourth flight, carrying the 
match to the 19th green in order=to settle it.

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PIONEER DAYS IN PALM BEACH 


>S}OCIAL activities in Palm Beach, a little more than 
“} half a century ago, were confined to eight families 
but were not exclusive. At that time, 1876, there 
were only eight families here and the resort did not 
even have an official name. To the faith and courage 
of these pioneers must be given much of the credit 
for the growth of Palm Beach from a typically tropical jungle 
of unguessed possibilities to a world-famous resort of almost 
indescribable beauty and the international center of social 
predominance during the winter months. 

Looking back from a ripe and peaceful old age through 
the vista of years that have wrought almost unbelievable 
changes here, Mrs. Elisha Newton Dimick leaned back 
against the cushions of her car where it was parked on the 
biuff on the ocean front near the Country Club and chatted 
vivaciously with this reporter for Palm Beach Life of the 
carly days of social life of Palm Beach. 

Mrs. Dimick, with her husband, who served for ten years 
as a Florida state senator, and was also the first mayor of 
Palm Beach, came here from New York in 1876, accompanied 
by the families of Albert Geer, Franklin Dimick and Mr. and 
Mrs. M. W. Dimick. On their arrival here they found four 
other families already established, including David Brown, 
Hamilton D. Pierce, E. R. Bradley and William Moore and a 
bachelor named Charles Moore, who had walked up the beach 
from Key West, but was not related to William Moore nor 
closely associated with the original little group, all of whom 
were from Chicago. 

“Life here was very simple then,’ Mrs. Dimick said as 
she removed her thoughtful gaze from the sparkling irides- 
cence of the ocean and glanced north along the peerless road 
towards the Dillman place and then south along the ocean 
boulevard lined with magnificent winter homes and rivalling 
the European Riviera. 

“When I sit here,’ she said gently, ‘‘and close my eyes 
to the beauty and evidences of wealth that surround us 
today, I see in my mind’s eye a picture of a wilderness that 
a few of us set ourselves resolutely to conquer with no 
thought other than to make for ourselves and for our children 
a home in a wonderful climate where we might live peacefully

the life that we felt that God had willed that we should live, 
free from strife and close to nature.” 

“Tf I had not lived through it from the beginning and if 
I did not still live in the midst of the marvelous reality, the 
story of the growth of Palm Beach would seem to me like a 
fantastic tale from the Arabian Nights.” 

Busy with the seemingly unsurmountable, but finally 
surmounted, task of hewing a homestead out of the wild, 
tangled country and effecting an ordered beauty, the pioneers 
had little time nor tired inclination towards social functions. 
Such social intercourse as enlivened their existence took the 
form of neighborly visits after sundown and the conversation 
was more likely to be of the difficulties and accomplishments 
of their struggles with reluctant nature than of new styles, 
books, personalities or party plans. 

“T suppose,” continued Mrs. Dimick, ‘‘that our real social 
life, such as it was, began when new families and bachelors 
—we had twenty-seven of them at one time, more or less 
cligible—somehow heard of our retreat and joined us. I’ve 
often wondered how the place became known with such com- 
parative quickness because our means of communication with 
the outside world were limited to a very slow mail service 
via beachrunner to Miami and hence to the north. But they 
came and soon we felt that the place until then known in- 
formally only as Lake Worth, after the lake on which all 
the first houses were built, should have a formal name. At 
a meeting in Brelsford’s general store the name of Palm 
City was suggested but it was thought that as it was not acity 
and had apparently little prospect of becoming a city that 
such a name would be too pretentious. Then a youn man 
named Garnet suggested Palm Beach because both the palms 
and the beach were here. The name was adopted unanimously. 
and just see what has come of it! We thought that we were 
naming merely a little settlement, not a place of world fame. 

“Our only means of local transportation was by sailing 
vessels and Lake Worth was our main thoroughfare with 
Titusville as our nearest metropolis, while the present Lake 
Trail, then an irregular lane winding in and out among the 
trees, was our main promenade with a few lanes here and 
there leading to our homes and to the ‘shopping’ district 
which was very little like Worth Avenue of today, being com- 
posed of a general store and a few frame shacks with pal- 
metto-thatched sides as well as roofs where fish and other 
food and some odds and ends were sold without the formality 
of plate glass show windows and titled foreigners as manag- 
ers. Some of these crude roads were sketchily paved with 
shells gathered on the beach. 

“Transportation was really quite an interesting and 
somewhat complex proposition in those days. Passengers and 
freight coming from the North reached Jacksonville without 
difficulty, but after that things were sometimes a little un- 
certain. The old Jacksonville, Tampa and Key West railroad 
van from Jacksonville to Titusville and then the Indian River 
steamers hauled people and things to Jupiter. At Jupiter, 
the thread of travel was resumed via the Celestial railroad 
as far as Juno with Venus and Mars as intermediate stations. 
The last stage of the journey was made on the steamers 
Hypoluxo or Lake Worth. 

“Building material shipments did not always work out 
as planned as for instance in the case of the lumber intended 
for the construction of the Albert Geer home. That came 
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down on a schooner too large to get into Lake Worth and 
the lumber was thrown overboard to drift ashore. It was 
then picked up on the beach scattered over a distance of more 
than a mile. It was carried across to Lake Worth and made 
into rafts which were floated down to a point opposite the 
site of the Geer home, broken up and carried ashore. On the 
same schooner the first and only mule imported by the early 
pioneers was a part of the deck load. The mule’s crate was 
broken and the mule blindfolded and pushed overboard to 
swim ashore. Luckily it swam towards the beach instead 
of out to sea. 

“In 1886 my husband built the first hostelry here and 
called it the Cocoanut Grove Hotel. It stood on land that is 
now a part of the Charles J. Clarke estate and contained fifty- 
four small rooms which, were usually occupied, and a restau- 
rant of which we were justly proud. So you can see, young 
man, that Palm Beach was growing. 

“Oh yes, we were socially inclined. All right-minded 
people are. Our real social life began through our religious 
tendencies. From the very first we held Sunday School and 
divine worship in our homes on alternating Sundays and 
without ministerial aid until the arrival of a Lutheran preach- 
er, Mr. Hubler, who both preached in our homes and con- 
ducted Sunday School services. 

“It was a long time before we had a school house but 
when we did build it it was the first public school house in 
Dade County, which at that time included this section. It 
was a good-sized frame building which stood on a part of the 
David Brown property of those days, a little north of the 
site of the present Mayflower Hotel. It is now still standing, 
I have heard, within the boundaries of the Phipps estate. It 
was opened during the Winter of 1885-1886 

“How different everything looks today. The old home- 
steads are gone but some of us remember where they stood. 
The Beach Club stands where M. W. Dimick built, the Poin- 
ciana Hotel stands where Albert Geer built and on the point 
of land where Brelsford kept his general store the impressive 
Whitehall now stands. 

“Our first formal social organization was the Ladies’ 
Aid Society and later with the increase in population there 
was formed the Guild of Bethesda-by-the-Sea and still later 
the Fortnightly Club, which drew attendance from as far 
north as Titusville, and as far south as Miami or old Fort 
Dallas. 

“We had no flappers nor irrepressible younger genera- 
tion in those days. Our daughters attended the meetings of 
these social organizations with us and went with us rather 
than by themselves. There was romance, yes, but it was not 
hectic. With the palms, the moon and the rolling ocean ro- 
mance was inevitable but it was old-fashioned. There were 
no sports to draw the young folks together. There was fish- 
ing but it was a matter of food-getting rather than a sport. 

“We wanted a church and did the usual things to raise 
the money for it but we fell far below the needed sum. By 
this time Mr. Flagler, who had been busy building his hotels 
at St. Augustine when Palm Beach first took root in the 
sands here, had discovered us and was building his railroad 
and the Royal Poinciana Hotel on land sold to him by R. A. 
McCormick of Chicago, who bought it from Albert Geer who 
went back to Michigan to live. 

“We appealed to him and he contributed‘ $1,000 and 
later took over the maintenance of the building, which was 
called the Poinciana Chapel. Before that chapel was opened, 
however, the Guild of Bethesda-by-the-Sea had built a small 
frame shack as a place of worship. It still stands, I believe, 
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on the Jamie Clarke place back of the Sholtz estate.” 

Social Palm Beach of today is closely linked with pioneer 
days. Whitehall, then unbuilt but now in the social center, 
stands close to where most of the pioneers established their 
homes. Virtually all but David Brown of that group built 
either closely north or south of present Whitehall. No early 
homes were built on the ocean side. Mrs. Dimick’s husband 
built first in that section and later built a larger house on 
land which is now a part of the Stotesbury estate as is also 
the land on which David Brown originally built. Mr. Stotes- 
bury paid the first “boom time” price for the eight acres he 
purchased from Senator Dimick and was particularly attract- 
ed to it by the beauty of the seasoned Dimick grove of orange 
and grapefruit trees, some of which still stand within El 
Mirasol. 

At Mrs. Dimick’s suggestion we were driven past White- 
hall and into the grounds of the silently majestic old Hotel 
Poinciana. She pointed to the yachts at anchor in Lake 
Worth. 

“There were yachts here, too, in my middle age,” she 
said reminiscently, “but they were not so many of them and 
they were not so large, but they were gay. And the Royal 
Poinciana. It was gay too. Really I suppose the social Palm 
Beach of today as you probably know it and as I read inter- 
estingly of it, began when Mr. Flagler opened this hotel in 
1894. I remember, it was in February and he gave the first 
of the later famous Washington’s Birthday balls. It was the 
first really exclusive society event of the resort. No tickets 
were sold. All who were permitted to attend it were the guests 
of Mr. Flagler. Later, during the war, tickets were sold for 
it and it somehow changed in character, I thought. 

“The other outstanding society event was the Venetian 
Night. Once each winter Charles J. Clarke, as commodore of 
the Yacht Club that he founded, organized a really beautiful 
pageant on Lake Worth. All visiting yachts and such local 
craft as could be mustered were decorated gaily and lighted 
with lanterns and paraded up and down the lake. A dinner to 
a selected few of the commodore’s friends followed on his 
yacht.” 

The softened rays of the setting sun touched the silken 
grey hair of this amazingly young octogenarian pioneer of 
Palm Beach with a seeming reverence which is her due. 

“My sun is setting, too,” she smiled without a sigh, “but 
ch, on what a glorious day of life.” 
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Lonely sentinel palms along the ocean drive gave way 
to the Palm Beach of today.

|) it?’ a lady recently addressed the clerk in the Pan- 
American Airways office, after observing a sign 
reading, ‘Through the Spanish Main on the Air- 
ways.” Miami winter visitors are real air travelers. 
Mrs. Mary E. Newton of Omaha, aged sixty, depart- 
ed via Pan-American Airways on a 21,000-mile trip entirely 
by air and all by herself. She will visit practically all the 
countries of Central and South America, returning via Trin- 
idad and the West Indies. Her sojourn in the skies, with her 
side trips in interior countries, will require three months. 

Over the romantic scenes of 
the Old Spanish Main, modern 
and luxurious aircraft are fly- 
ing the skyways every day. 
Many winter visitors are 
amazed at the fact that they 
can breakfast in Miami, have 
luncheon in Cuba and dinner 
in Kingston, Jamaica. Others 
are attracted by the Mayan 
ruins in Yucatan or the mys- 
terious hills of Haiti. All 
these fascinating sports are 
now as easily available from 
Miami as from Jacksonville. 

Surprising is the report by 
the Miami office of the U. S. 
Customs Service. It shows 
that 300 more persons enter- 
ed Miami by aircraft during 
the month of January, from 
foreign ports than entered by 
vessel. It was reported that 
this was the first time in his- 
tory that the number of plane 
passengers arriving in Jan- 
uary, has been greater than 
the number entering by boat 
from foreign ports. 

Last week nearly 3000 win- 
ter visitors went on board one 
of the huge American Clipper 
flying boats for personal in- 
spection of its amazing size 
and luxury. These ships and 
other huge flying boats are 
operated from the Interna- 
tional Airport on South Bay- 
shore Drive, Miami, near 
Cocoanut Grove. This new 
boundary line between the Americas is a point of keen in- 
terest for visitors because of the opportunity to see in opera- 
tion the largest commercial aircraft in the world. 

Chief Pilot Edwin Musick of the Pan-American Airways 
System, a few days ago brought the American Clipper into 
Miami from South America, completing his eight hundredth 
round trip between Miami and Latin American countries 
during five and one-half years of regular service. This pilot 
has been skipper for over 9,000 passengers. He has flown 
with Pan American more than 420,000 miles requiring 4,200

hours in the air. Mr. Musick is one of twenty-two Pan Amer- 
ican pilots based in Miami and flying through the West In- 
dies, Central and South America. 

Aircraft of the Pan American System operated out of 
Miami have made 7827 crossings between Florida and Cuba 
in five and one-half years of daily operation. At present two 
of the world’s largest commercial amphibian aircraft, the 40- 
passenger American Clipper and a 20-passenger Commodore 
plane, are required daily to accommodate the tourist traffic 
between Miami and Havana. 

Strange duties are performed by stewards on the great 
international airliners that fly 
between 32 countries and col- 
onies of North and South 
America. 

They have been asked to 
care for such curious ship- 
ments as pet monkeys, ma- 
caws, white mice, all carefully 
caged. But perhaps the most 
curious duty performed is the 
care given to small children or 
babies who fly with their par- 
ents over the lines. 

Recently, two small chil- 
dren, Denise and Jackie Sours, 
flew 7,000 miles from Miami 
to Rio de Janeiro, one of the 
longest flights ever made by 
small children. The stewards 
of the airplanes were called 
upon to help entertain the 
small passengers when they 
tired of looking at scenery.

WOMEN’S CHAMPIONSHIP OF FLORIDA 


[=] HAT well-known tournament jinx which prevented 
| both Miss Virginia Van Wie and Miss Helen Hicks 
from carrying off the Flagler trophy in the last two 
tournaments of the annual Women’s Championship 
of Florida, was right on hand and kept Miss Maureen 
Orcutt, Hawath, N. J., champion golfer, from taking 
it home, when Mrs. Opal S. Hill of Kansas City defeated her 
in the finals, 5 and 4, to win the event for the first time. 
Mrs. Hill, veteran tournament player and holder of several 
midwestern tournament titles, outstroked Miss Oreutt with 
some sharpshooting golf, both down the fairway and on the 
green to win the title for the first time and prevent her 
opponent from gaining permanent possession of the cup, on 
which she had already won two legs. 

Two years ago over the same course, Miss Helen Hicks 
spoiled the chances of Miss Virginia Van Wie, who held two 
legs on the cup from carrying it away when Miss Van Wie 
failed to negotiate a stymie on the 18th green. Last year 
Miss Orcutt, defeated Miss Hicks on the 19th green to pre- 
vent her from retaining permanent possession of the cup, and 
yesterday Miss Orcutt was thwarted in her attempt to gain 
the trophy permanently. 

Mrs. Hill made the woman’s record for the first nine 
holes, turning in a 36, to a 42 registered by Maureen Orcutt. 
Touted as a favorite to win the tournament, taking the medal 
play, and registering low scores Miss Orcutt failed to keep 
anywhere near her usual form in yesterday’s final match. 

Mrs. Hill played a phenomenal game yesterday, and one 
of the best ever registered on the course, making a total of 
nine on putt greens, six on the out round and three more 
on the back nine. Miss Orcutt took only three holes of the 
entire match, the fifth of the out-nine and the 10th and 11th 
after making the turn. Mrs. Hill garnered eight holes, halved 
three and lost three, to finish 5 and 4 on the 14th.

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In the finals of the second flight, Miss Sonia Phipps won 
by default over her sister, Miss Audrey Phipps. Both players 
are the daughters of Mr. and Mrs. Henry Carnegie Phipps, 
and are well known among the resort younger set. Miss Sonia 
Phipps was the youngest player to enter the tournament. 

Third flight finals were won by Mrs. Thelma Kurry, Chi- 
cago, who defeated Miss S. McDermott, Rockville, L. I., 4 
and 3.

Making a brace of 39’s for the in and out nines to tally 
a 738, Miss Orcutt was five strokes ahead of Mrs. O. S. Hill, 
runner-up, of Kansas City, and well known tournament 
player, who made a 42-41-83. Mrs. H. D. Sterrett, Hutchin- 
son, Kansas tournament player, tied with Miss Diana Fish- 
wick, famous British golfing champion, both making scores 
of 86. 

Miss Orcutt marred what would otherwise have been a 
perfect card by scoring a 7 when she got into trouble on the 


ninth hole and by tallying an 8 on the 11th hole. 


Miss Fishwick also tallied an 8 on the 18th hole, when 
her second shot struck some palmettos. Getting out she hit 
another tree and was right back where she started. Another 
try and she was on the fairway but her approcah landed in 
the bunker. Her next shot was on the green and she two- 
putted to get in. 

All the British golfers qualified in the first flight with 
the exception of Mrs. Bee Brindle, Mrs. E. B. Gibbs and Mrs.

This print has lots of 
life and color. It is framed in black with a black glass mat. 
An exquisite miniature of the Thames Regatta with full mar- 
gins, is entitled, ‘The Start from Putney.” 

The Duke of Beaufort’s collection is represented by a 
gsroup of hunting scenes with perfectly fascinating titles and 
among the finest exhibits are the Leicestershire Covers, a 
set of four aquatints, engraved by Sutherland Lady Duff- 
Gordon’s collection. Sub-titles are “The Meeting’’—Kirby 
Gate; “Breaking: Cover’’—Billesdon Coplow; “Full Cry’— 
Whissendine Pasture; ‘The Death’”—View at Kettleby.

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AMERICAN ARTISTS EXHIBIT IN RESORT 


515 the season progresses the first National Exhibition 
at the Palm Beach Art Center continues to attract 
more and more visitors to view the changing dis- 
plays. Owing to the limited wall space of the build- 
ing, and the size of the exhibition, which comprises 
nearly four hundred works by living American 
artists, the entire collection could not be displayed at one 
time. So Mr. Nunzio Vayana, director of the Palm Beach Art 
Center and its parent organization, the Ogunquit Art Center 
at Ogunquit, Me., has arranged a series of four showings 
which give a comprehensive idea of the lofty ideals in Amer- 
ican art. 

The walls of the Art Center are hung with the exquisite 
gems of Frederick Ballard 
Williams and Harry Leith- 
Ross, the superb portraits of 
our own typical Edwin Child, 
the still life of Marjorie Garde, 
the marines of Gordon Grant, 
which show these meritorious 
works to be far better in tech- 
nique, composition or color 
than many of the lauded 
paintings brought from 
abroad. 

“Most people find pleasure 
in Art,” said Mr. Vayana re- 
cently.” The degree of pleas- 
ure depends on the individual. 
No unanimous vote, however, 
could possibly be achieved 
that would determine what 
work of Art yields the su- 
preme satisfaction. The indi- 
vidual, if he be honest, will 
ever decide such matters for 
himself. 

“A certain art critic has 
often repeated that the way 
his emotion responds in view- 
ing an exhibition is through 
the accelerated or slow func- 
tion of his lungs. If his lungs 
expand and he takes a good, 
long breath, he is sure that he 
is facing a great work of Art.

This sort of exhibition should have the full support of every 
art lover and every good American citizen.” 

In addition to adult visitors from the winter and perma- 
uent colony the exhibition has attracted many of the school 
children of the resort from both public and private schools. 
Their visits have been encouraged by the director, who has 
given them a series of talks on art, on the different mediums 
and the preferences of the various artists for the medium in 
which he or she works, on form and color and composition, 
in short, an elementary course in art appreciation, which 
springs from knowledge of its meaning and expression. The

the director asserts. Like a 
seed thrown in good soil. 

Another fine and direct re-
